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MCHESNEY. 

Within a few days past Charley Hughes 
has been credited with saying that Hermis 
can easily take McChesney into camp. He 
may be right, but precious few people out 
west think the same way. Having trained 
Hermis he is naturally prepossessed in his 
favor. Sam Hildreth, than whom there is 
no more skillful trainer in America, thinks 
differently. In talking with a prominent 
eastern writer concerning the two horses, a 
while back he said: 

“If I had McChesney in my barn I would 
match him to run Hermis at equal weights 
for $20,000 a side and I’d get the money. I’ve 
never seen Hermis, but I know his races. He 
looks to me like a good horse at the bad 
time in a bad year. He wasn’t much until 
after the best of them had gone lame or stale. 
He didn’t beat the pick of the east any time 
last year. They talk about how he handled 
Advance Guard. I’ve had half a dozen over- 
night horses that could beat Advance Guard 
a mile and an eighth, and not have to 
try hard. We didn’t think Advance Guard 
was so much of a horse when he was racing 
in the west. We called him just a useful, 
honest, everyday sort that would always run 
his race and be in or nigh the money. If 
Advance Guard is a line on Hermis, McChes- 
ney could lose Mr. Bell’s horse at a mile and 
a quarter. 

“Don’t let that race when Old Hutch ran 
McChesney to a head here put you off. Old 
Hutch is not in McChesney’ s class. In that 
race McChesney did not run to within twenty 
pounds of himself. Old Hutch is no more 
than a good selling plater. The idea that he 
can beat McChesney with McChesney any- 
where nigh himself is foolish. 

“Some other races which McChesney has 
run lately have not looked high class. It is 
because he is not being trained right. I am 
not criticising Durnell’s training methods, 
but he hasn’t got onto McChesney yet. The 
horse needs speed work. He is game enough 
and has stamina enough to go any route, but 
he needs work that will keep his speed in 
hand. He’ll get sluggish on long, slow work. 

“Durnell has never had the horse at his 
best since I sold him. When ‘Boots’ gets 
the proper line on him and finds out that 
brushing is what he needs, McChesney will 
show his best form. The difference in train- 
ing methods has been the cause of some of 
the comparatively bad races which McChes- 
ney has run. He has won simply on his 
class. 

“I’m not talking foolish when I tell you 
that McChesney is the best horse I ever 
trained. I can show you. When he was a 
two-year-old I worked him half a mile in 
47i seconds with 122 pounds on him. Then 
when he was a three-year-old and I was 
•getting him ready for the American Derby 
he showed me better work than I ever had j 
a horse do. I gave him a mile and a j 
quarter at Harlem one day with Winkfield up j 
that made me think I had the Derby in my ! 
pocket. 

“The track was heavy and the races were 
being run in 1:46 for the mile. Winkfield 
and a big saddle weighed a hundred and 
twenty-five pounds. They told me that a 
mile and a quarter in 2:16 would be good 
work. I told Winkfield to let him rate along 
at his own clip. The horse took a nice 
hold on the bit and traveled the route in 
2:08, and at the finish was just breezing 
along like he was ready to go a mile further. 
That was the best work any horse ever 
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showed me. McChesney will always run up 
to his work or better, and I had a right to 
think I had the Derby winner. 

“You know how he fell in a race before the 
Derby came off, and I couldn’t get him ready 
for weeks. That fall. I’ll always think, cost 
me the big Chicago race. Wyeth? Why, 
Wyeth had no more chance to beat this horse 
at a mile and a half than I have traveling 
afoot. You know McChesney has got the rec- 
ord for six and a half furlongs, and most 
folks think he is a sprinter. He isn’t a 
sprinter, though I can beat sprinters with 
him. 

“He’s a horse that you can train to do any- 
thing. I can get him to a quarter race or I 
can fit him for a cup distance just as easily. 
All he needs is to be worked for speed. Some 
of these sprinters can go off and run away 
from him in the first quarter, but he can 
climb right over them coming home from the 
half. He’s the easiest horse in the world to 
manage in a race. You can ride him with 
your little finger on the knot. He doesn’t 
pull a pound and he’ll run for the lightest 
boy. 

“And that’s another reason why I think in 
a match he would beat Hermis. They tell 
me Hermis is a free horse and wants to go 
out racing. They have to swing him to keep 
him back the first part of it. All you’d have 
to do with him would be to put McChesney 
up alongside him and keep cluckin’ all the 
way. McChesney wouldn’t worry a bit, but 
he’d have Hermis choked before they’d gone 
three-quarters. But he can beat Hermis 
anyhow. I’m not saying Hermis is not a 
good one; he may be better than I think, 
but he’d have to be a lot better to beat this 
one. 

“I’m judging this one by the others I’ve 
trained, and he’s the best one on the long 
list. That half in 47i seconds, that six and 
a half furlong record, that work in 2:08 and 
his races make me think so. He’s a sprinter 
with sprinters, and he’s a cup horse among 
that kind. That makes a real race horse for 
me. They think around here that L’Etrenne 
is a fast thing at six furlongs. McChesney 
can beat her weight for age at that route. 
And he can beat Hermis at a mile and a 
quarter. 

“Why did I sell him? To tell you the truth 
I didn’t think he would ever be McChesney 
again after that fall in Chicago when he 
broke a fence post with his head. When he 
was rounding to and it was a guess whether 
I had a horse or not, I got a good offer for 
him and I let him go. I’ve been sorry ever 
since. That’s one of the mistakes I made.’’ 

The same writer says of McChesney as he 
now appears: “Folks naturally want to know 
something of the appearance of this west- 
ern candidate for championship honors. 
Well, he is a big horse all over. To look at 
him one would say quickly that he was’ about 
15.2i. As a matter of fact he is just a shade 
under 16 hands. His bulk gives you the im- 
pression of low stature. He is as round as 
a hickory back-log and as tough as a withe. 
His barrel is big, but his quarters are so 
heavily muscled that standing behind him 
you cannot see his ribs for the spread over 
the hips. His arms are marvelously devel- 
oped. He is all over a good looking horse 
and balanced like a pair of jeweler’s scales. 
He is quick on his feet, a long strider, but 
a ready one at recovering, can run in any 
j kind of going, does well in the stable, never 
worries, and runs his races up to or a shade 
better than his work. 



“Possibly his one fault is that he is not a good 
horse in a big field. In nearly every race 
in which he has met a field of size he has 
met with interference. Part of that came 
from the boys on the other horses who were 
always watching for him and shutting him 
off when he tried to make one of his electric 
rushes. Then when he started to make his 
run he got up so much speed that the boy 
on him could not steer him clear or ease him 
up in time to keep him out of pockets.” 

SARATOGA STAKES. 

The splendidly successful Saratoga meeting 
was one of the most prominent features of 
the racing campaign of 1902. For this year 
such a program of opulent stakes is provided 
that it seems sure the grand showing of last 
year is destined to be eclipsed. Besides the 
stakes of last year, the $14,000 Spinaway, the 
$25,000 Hopeful and the new Saratoga Cham- 
pion Stakes, with $5,000 added, are to be de- 
cided for the first time. The Saratoga Han- 
dicap has been increased in value to $12,000, 
and many other interesting new features en- 
hance the attractiveness of the meeting of 
1903. 

Elsewhere in this issue of Daily Racing 
Form will be found the conditions of the 
great list of stakes which will close for en- 
tries at midnight of Monday, March 9. Sara- 
toga is the common battling groun^ of west- 
ern and eastern horses alike, and these 
stakes should number the crack performers 
of all sections in their entries. They are as 
follows : 

The Saratoga Handicap of $12,000— By sub- 
scription of $200 each.

With such excellent entries as have been 
made to the Carter Handicap, the first big 
race to be run before a New York racing pub- 
lic in 1903, there ought, and no doubt will, 
be a contest worth going many miles to see. 
It is really a matter of surprise and gratifi- 
cation to the friends of the Aqueduct track 
to note the character and good class of 
owners and horses engaged for that race, 
which, by the way, will be worth more than 
$2,000 to the winner— a sum not to be sneered 
at, when race horse provender is higher 
than ever before. 

The Washingrton meeting will whet the ap- 
petites of New Yorkers, and with such pos- 
sible starters as Hermis, Himself, Ethics 
(last year’s winner). Yellow Tail, Articulate, 
Potente, Duke of Kendal, Slave, Old Eng- 
land, Sombrero, Lord Badge, Syrlin, Bon Mot, 
Demurrer and the pick of J. W. Schorr’s 
stable, as well as those of the Messrs. Keene, 
the stake ought to afford a great race. Her- 
mis, will of course, be top weight. The 
weights are due on March 5.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Durnell & Herz would like to have £!heriff 
carry their colors in the Crescent City Derby. 
The owners of McChesney have made over- 
tures to Morris Hayman, owner of the Or- 
nament colt, looking to the purchase of the 
colt, but their chances for getting him do 
not appear rosy. Hayman has, in fact, re- 
fused to give them a price on the son of Or- 
nament. He is, naturally, very sweet on the 
colt, as he has been one of the most con- 
sistent performers 'at the track, having won 
a majority of his races, and having been un- 
placed but twice in many starts. Hayman 
thinks that the chances of Sheriff Bell in the 
Crescent City Derby are second to those of 
no other horse engaged in it, and it would 
take a pretty stiff sum to induce him to 
part with the coltf before the running of the 
Derby. 

Mr. Murphy, the Philadelphia railroad and 
iron millionaire, will return to the turf this 
season. He intends to start his establish- 
ment in a modest way, but will add to it ma- 
terially as the season progresses, and as the 
opportunity to secure good horses presents 
itself. Mr. Murphy was prominent as an 
owner during the seasons of 1899 and 1900 and 
during the early part of the season of 1901. 
During the latter part of 1901 Mr. Murphy’s 
business interests compelled him to retire 
from active participation in turf affairs, and 
the horses were taken west and sold. 

The stew'ards last Wednesday decided to 
lift the suspension against jockey Helgesen 
pending investigtion. Capt. S. S. Brown, 
to whom Helgesen is under contract, has 
been in New Orleans for sevei'al days, and 
has interested himself in the boy’s behalf. 
Helgesen wras set down for a bad ride on 
Honolulu. At the time the stew'ards said 
that much of Helgesen’s riding throughout 
the entire meeting had been unsatisfactory. 
Helgesen’s mounts w’ere made by trainer 
V. Hughes. The stewards stated that they 
considered the boy had had bad advisers,and 
concluded they would give him another 
chance, but they warned him that his ef- 
forts in the saddle would have to be con- 
sistent. 

The announcement is made that the West- 
chester Racing Association has secured a 
nev/ lease, according to the terms of which I 



at least five more race meetings will be held 
at the famous old Morris Park, those of the 
spring and fall of this year and of the next 
year and that of the spring of 1905. The 
new lease really expires on January 17, 1905, 
but it is said to be certain that the spring 
next ensuing will be available also for the 
meeting of the old association at the famous 
old course. The lesser is the Van Nest Land 
& Improvement Company, of which David 
Hennen Morris is president. This company 
has a capitalization of $3,000,000 and owned 
Morris Park for several years. Up to the 
time it had been supposed that this year 
would be the last of racing at the West- 
chester track. Last year the New York and 
Port Chester Railroad Company bought the 
control of the Van Nest Company, a minor- 
ity of the stock remaining in the Morris 
family. The railroad s line is to cut almost 
through the center of the racing park, and 
eventually the entire track is to be cut up 
into building lots. By the terms of the new 
lease, however, the railroad company agrees 
that if it begins to build its line through the 
park before January, 1905, it must not be in- 
terfere with the race track proper, nor 
“throw a shadow’’ on it, this latter clause 
being a recognition of the fact that a race 
horse wall stop when he comes to a shadow. 
The railroad company will, therefore, at 
least temporarily, be obliged to tunnel under 
the stretch of park where the race tracks 
are laid out. making a subway about 300 1 
feet long. I 

William Jennings, of Mount Washington, 
Md., is one of the oldest and best known 
breeders and trainers in America. He bred 
Ballinkeel and he trained the great four- 
miler Glenmore. In the early eighties, when 
that mighty man with a racing pen, Charles 
J. Foster, w'as alive, he christened Glen- 
more’s owner “Farmer” Jennings. 

For some years Mr. Jennings did not enjoy 
the best of health, and his familiar face and 
colors were missed on metropolitan tracks. 
This season he brings back his old-time 
vigor and what is believed to be a strong 
stable. Besides that, William Jennings, Jr., 
a chip of the old block, takes charge of the 
active training interests.

Rey del Rey 
won $31,454 on the turf and is a brother to 
the unbeaten El Rio Rey and Emperor of 
Norfolk, and a half brother to Yo Tambien. 

Charley Ellison, who has the derby colt 
Skilful and others at Memphis, has receiv’ed 
word that the Jockey Club has accepted the 
names of his two-year-olds. 

The youngsters are well engaged in all the 
western baby events and at Saratoga, where 
the stable will campaign after the Washing- 
ton Park meeting.

STEEPLECHASE RULES. 

H. G. Crickmore, secretarj^ of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, states 
that at a meeting several days ago of the 
stewards of that organization all the amend- 
ments proposed by a special committee were 
adopted. 

S. S. Howland, R. C. Hooper and H. S. 
Page composed the committee. All are prac- 
tical men, and know exactly where the old 
rules were weak. Mr. Howland formerly 
I'ac^d the well-known cross-country horse 
Lucknow; Mr. Hooper races a large stable 
of jumpers under the assumed name of 
“Mr. Chamblet.’’ Mr. Page is the well-known 
amateur rider who captivated the public 
more than ohce last year by his artistic work 
in the saddle on Self Protection and others. 

In brief, the amendments now provide that 
a forfeit list shall be kept, which will be un- 
der the care of the clerk of the course. If, in 
fourteen days, all arrears have not been paid 
by horse owners, the Association upon whose 
course the forfeits or arrears have accrued, 
become responsible and must make good the 
deficiency to the parent association. 

In order to help to keep clear the books, a 
forfeit list is to be published in June and 
December of each year in the official Racing 
Calendar. 

Hereafter when one of the horses in the 
same ownership is disqualified for any rea- 
son, it does not follow that all the horses in 
that interest shall be disqualified, as was the 
old rule. In future, he may be disqualified. 

Rule 81 is designed to punish cases of sus- 
pected “dope,’’ just as the flat racing rules 
do now. Another amendment prohibits ] 
jockeys from betting on races except through 
their employers. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A. Featherstone, who has spent the winter 
in New York, leaves for Kentucky this week 
to look over the horses at Kenmore Farm. 
From all accounts the two-year-olds at the 
home place are an exceptionally good looking 
lot, and great things are expected of them. 
Trainer Julius Bauer is much pleased with 
the entire lot, young and old, and there may 
be some more Metropolitan and Brooklyn 
winners to show up in the “canary, black 
cross sashes,’’ this year. Mr. Featherstone 
will stay at the farm for several weeks, but 
will return probably for the opening of the 
eastern racing season. 

After working Flocarline Wednesday 
morning at Montgomery Park, Bishop Poole, 
the Tichenor trainer, announced that Flo- 
carline would be sent to New Orleans before 
March 14 to run in the Crescent City Derby 
on that date. Poole has not yet secured a 
rider for Flocarline to take the suspended 
jockey Buchanan’s place. 

W. C. Whitney has placed Yankee, the 
Futurity winner of 1901, at a stud fee for 
this season of $250, which is the highest stud 
fee asked for any thoroughbred stallion in 
Kentucky this year. Hermence, Ethelbert 
and Handspring all stand at the samfe 
figures, but no horse is higher. John E. 
Madden has paid the license fee on all his 
great array of stallions at Hamburg Place, 
but so far he has not advertised any of them 
for public service. This season there are no 
less than three Futurity winners in the stud 
in Kentucky— Ogden, Yankee and Ballyhoo 
Bey. St. Blaise, at A. Belmont’s Nursery 
Stud, is the only English Derby wimier now 
in Kentucky.
